LONDON, May 31 (AP)—Lord 
Wright of Australia, the chair- 
man, told the United Nations War 
Crimes Commission today that 
2657 individuals had been charged 
with war crimes by various Allied 
nations and the commission itself. 
Of these, 2524 are Germans. 

“The time has now come when 
the mere collection of material 
must change over into action,” he 
said at the opening of a three-day 
eonference at which the United 
States and 15 other nations are

Woman Bursts Into Tears at Buchenwald 


Survivors—Crowd Cheers When M.P. 
Forces Nazi Into Room With Dead. - 


The Army Signal Corps _ film 
picturing Nazi atrocities against 
political prisoners made a pro- 
found impression on the audience 
at the first of a series of 14 free 
|public showings at Kiel Audi- 
'torium Opera House today. 


For the most part the audience, 
in which women outnumbered 
men about two to one, sat in 
shocked silence at the sight of 
living and dead victims of brutal- 
ities. Some spectators turned their 
eyes from a few scenes, and one 
woman burst inf~ tears when the 
camera showed survivors of the 
Buchenwald “extermination fac- 
tory.” 

But not one spectator among 20 
interviewed at random at the con- 
clusion of the initial showing con- 
sidered the film too gruesome for 
public exhibition. 

Applause was evoked by a scene 
showing a reluctant German med- 
ical officer being forced by an 
American M. P. to enter a wood- 
shed where bodies of slave labor- 


ers at Ohrdruf were stacked like 
ccrdwood,

Many of those who saw the mo- 
tion picture also had viewed the 
collection of German atrocity 
photographs placed on public ex- 
hibition yesterday by the Post- 
Dispatch in the mechanical annex 
adjoining the Post-Dispatch Build- 
ing. 

The six-reel motion picture, un- 
cut and unedited, was shown with 
a documentary film entitled 
“Know Your Job in Germany,” 
produced by the Signal Corps for 
instruction of American troops 
who will police the Reich. 


Showings of the film are spon- 
sored by a citizens’ committee ap- 
pointed by Mayor Aloys P. Kauf- 
mann. The film was obtained 
from the Army for public exhibi- 
tion at the suggestion of Joseph 
Pulitzer, editor of the Post-Dis- 
patch, who made a recent inspec- 
tion of atrocity evidence at the 
Buchenwald and Dachau concen-

Lord Wright disclosed also that 
the. War Crimes Commission on 
its own initiative “in respect of 
specific crimes” had put the names 
of three Germans on the list. 


France Accuses 1126, 

France preferred more charges 
than any other nation, accusing 
1116 Germans and 10 Italians. Po- 
Jand named 544 Germans and sev- 
eral groups of an unknown num- 
ber of persons. Britain filed 
charges against 127 Germans, 27 
Italians and two Romanians. 

A total of 454 additional sus- 
pects and witnesses have also 
been listed by the governments of 
Australia, Belgium, Czechoslova- 
kia, France, Norway and Yugo- 
sle via. 

The Australians in addition pre- 
ferred charges against 93 Japa- 
mese, among others. 

Belgium accused 250 Germans, 
Czechoslovakia 248, Greece 11, 
Luxembourg 1, e Netherlands 
56, Norway 98 and Yugoslavia 70.

Kinsey Going to Wash- 
ington to Try to Obtain 


City Control of Build- 
ings at Airport. 


A major airline may move its 
headquarters to the buildings at 
Lambert-St. Louis Field which 
will be vacated by the Curtiss- 
Wright Corporation after July, 
Milton M. Kinsey, chairman of the 
Municipal Airport Commission, 


said today. 

Disclosure that negotiations 
were under way was made by Kin- 
sey in announcing he will go to 
Washington next week to try to 
obtain city control of the proper- 
ties at the field that now are 
owned by the Defense Plant Cor- 
poration. 

Kinsey said he would make 
three proposals to the DPC: That 
the city buy the buildings, that 
the city rent them from DPC for 
the 19 years remaining of the cor- 
poration’s 25-year lease on the 
ground, or that the city act as 
agent for the DPC for the build- 
ings. 

Under any of these alternatives, 
the city would be able to arrange 
for occupancy of the premises, 
Kinsey said. 

The airline, which Kinsey de- 
clined to mention by name, would 
employ several] thousand persons 
in maintenance and repair work 
here, he said.

SUPREME HEADQUARTERS 
ALLIED EXPEDITIONARY 
FORCE, Paris, May 31 (AP) — 


Supreme Headquarters announced 
yesterday that. censorship in the 
European theater of operations 
had been discontinued “except for 
major troop movements and de- 
tails connected therewith and such 
other matters of high miiltary im- 
portance as may require reference 
to the supreme commander.” 

The directive, handed down 
from advanced Supreme Head- 
quarters, surprised the censors as 
much as the correspondents, for 
both had “been told that the 
S.H.A.E.F, censorhsip branch ex- 
pected to maintain a measure of 
control over all news sent from 
the theater for some time. 

The text of the directive: 

“In order to clarify the position 
of this headquarters, all  corre- 
spondents are informed that cen- 
sorship in this theater is hereby 
discontinued except for major 
troop movements and details con- 
nected therewith and such other 
matters of high military impor- 
tance as may require reference to 
the supreme commander.” 

Previous directives, which ap- 
peared immediately after V-E day, 
called for censoring all copy for 
such things as inaccuracy and 
“reports likely to injure the mo- 
rale of the Allied forces or the 
relations between the Allied Na- 
tions” despite the cessation of 
hostilities. Censorship officials 
here were not able immediately 
to explain the change in plans, 

Col. George Warden, head of 
S. H. A, E. F. censorship, and Lt. 
Col. Richard H. Merrick, his first 
assistant, both were in Germany.

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Woman and Five Children Killed 
By Bomb From Jap Free Balloon 


WASHINGTON, May 31 (AP)— 
Under Secretary of War Patter- 
son disclosed today that a woman 
and five children were killed by a 


bomb from one of the long-range 
Japanese balloons sporadically at- 
tacking the western part of this 
country. 

The deaths, the first of World 
War II caused by enemy attacks 
on the United States mainland, 
occurred when a small girl dis- 
'turbed a high-explosive bomb 
which was part of the equipment 
of a fallan Japanese balloon at 
Lake View, Ore., May 5. 

Killed were Mrs. Elsie Mitchell, 
‘wife of a Christian Alliance 
Church pastor, and five children 
she and her husband took on a4 
fishing trip: Jay Gifford, 12 years 
old; Eddie Engen, 13; Joan 
Patzke, 11; Dick Patzke, 13, and 
Sherman Shoemaker, 12, All were 
lof Bly, Ore. 

The Rev. Archie Mitchell, only 
survivor of the tragedy, said:

“Joan came over and told us 
that there was a white object 
nearby. We went to investigate. 
It blew up, and killed them all.” 

Lyle F. Watts, chief of the 
United States Forest Service, dis- 
closed yesterday in a Blue net- 
work interview that the Japanese 
balloons, hydrogen-filled, are kept 
at 25,000 to 35,000 feet by a baro- 
metric pressure switch which au- 
tomatically drops a sandbag eaeh 
time a balloon drops to 25,000 feet 
from loss of gas. The balloons, 
launched from Japan, travel up to 
125 miles an hour in the air cur- 
rent which moves constantly from 
west to east at high altitude. 

Presumably the last sandbag 
dropped after the balloon reaches 
the United States, in 80 to 126 
hours. Then a second automatic 
switch releases a bomb each time 
the balloon sinks to 27,000 feet. 
When the last bomb is dropped, a 
fuse is supposed to set off a demo- 
lition charge which destroys the 


balloon, Watts said,

The Eighth Air Force is going to 
add B-29 Superfortresses to its 
striking power when it is thrown 
against Japan under the leader- 
ship of Lt. Gen. James H. Doolit- 
tle, Gen. H. H. Arnold, Army Air 
Forces chief, announced today. 

He gave no further details but 
jit was understood that Arnold, as 
head of the Twentieth (Super- 
fortress) Air Force, will retain di- 
rection of the B-29s under Doo- 
little, who led the first air blow 
against Tokyo three years ago. 


GUAM, May 31 (AP)—Fifty-one

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FEWER NAMELESS 
AMERICAN GRAVES 
THAN IN LAST WAR 


PARIS, May 31 (AP).—Relative- 
ly few American soldiers who. died 
in the battles of Europe in this 
war remain unknown. 

Of the more than 117,000 killed 
in- western Europe, positive iden- 
tification has been made of all but 
1.46 per cent, the Army Graves 
Registration Service of Supreme 
Headquarters said. It reported 
that in the First World War 5% 
per cent of those killed never 
were identified. 

The search for isolated graves 
still is in progress and when found 
the bodies are reinterred in regu- 
lar United States Army cemeteries 
in liberated countries with ‘ull 
military honors. The bodies of 
Americans buried in Germany will 
be removed to cemeteries in the 
liberated nations, the graves serv- 
ice said. 

The Germans adhered to the 
Geneva convention in respect to 
burial of battlefield dead and kept 
detailed records.

Indiscriminate Fir- 
ing Takes Toll in 
Syrian Capital.

DAMASCUS, May 30 (Delayed) 
(AP)—This Syrian capital was in 
chaos today after an all-night 
French bombardment, and late re- 
ports from Hama said the situa- 


tion there was equally bad, with 
British military authorities receiv- 
ing what they described as “pite- 
ous appeals” for relief. 

Indiscriminate firing thus far 
probably. has cost 300 lives, and 
threatens to cost Many more. 

The latest report from Hama 
put the casualties in today’s fight- 
ing there at more than 200. The 
town was reported being bombed 
and under fire from arms of all 
types. 

There appears to be no solution 
in sight except outright British- 
American seizure of control, A 
high French officer said the 
French must be “firm,” and the 
Syrians are determined not to 
bow, feeling that giving in would 
prejudice their independence. 

British and American authori- 
ties in Syria and Lebanon were 
reported to have told Gen. Hum- 
boldt, French commander in the 
two countries, that the bloodshed 
was “absolutely indefensible.” 

The violence erupted at 6:55 p. 
m, Tuesday. Artillery, mortar and 
machine-gun fire as well as aerial 
bombs rained on Damascus almost 
unceasingly. Syrian gendarmes 
answered with every available 
weapon. 

Deep Resentment of French. 

The situation at Damascus ex- 
ploded after a week of high ten- 
sion over French insistence on 
Syrian and Lebanese acceptance 
of a treaty giving France special 
rights.

Stalin’s Son Suicide in Prison 
Camp in Germany, Says Italian

BERN, May Jacob (or 
Yasha) Dzhugashvili, eldest son of 
Marshal Stalin, flung himself to 
death on the electrically charged 
wire barricade of the Oranienburg 
prison camp near Berlin early in 
April, 1943. This account was given 
this correspondent exclusively by 
Adm. Carlo de Angelis, former 
Italian military attache to Berlin, 
now in Switzerland, who himself 
was a prisoner at Oranienburg a 
short time after the tragedy. 

Young Dzhugashvili was Stalin's 
son by ‘his first marriage. His 
mother was the sister of the 
present Soviet commissar for 
transport, L. M. Kaganovich. A 
lieutenant in an infantry regi- 
ment, he was captured. at 
Smolensk at the end of 1941.

LONDON, May 31 (AP)—Joseph 
E. Davies, President Truman's 
special envoy, completed a series 
of conferences in London yester- 
day amid increased indications 
that only a meeting of the “big 
three” could break deadlocks on 
European questions confronting 
the United States, Russia and 
Britain, 

A meeting of the leaders of the 
three countries was expected to 
be held shortly after the conclu- 
sion of the San Francisco con- 
ference, tentatively set for June 6. 

Davies said he would fly to 
Paris today for a meeting with 
Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower and 
then return directly to Washing- 
ton to report to the President on 
the results of his conferences. 

Yesterday, he and _ United 
States Ambassador John G. Wi- 
mant conferred with Soviet Am- 
bassador Fyodor Gusev, conclud- 
ing three days of conferences with 
Prime Minister Churchill, Foreign 
Minister Anthony Eden and other 
members of the British Govern- 
ment. The discussions included a 
wide range of subjects prepara- 
tory to a meeting of Truman, 
Churthill and Marshal Stalin. 

Reports from Moscow said that 
Harry Hopkins, in the Soviet cap- 
ital on another special mission for 


Truman, had had highly satisfac- 
tory conversations on a wide 
range of subjects with Stalin and 
high Russian officials. 

Hopkins, who saw Stalin yester- 
day for the fourth time in a week, 
conferred with United States Em- 
bassy officials and the chiefs of 
the American military and lend- 
lease missions today preparatory 
to winding up his Moscow visit. 


In comments Eden yesterday 
avoided a full-dress discussion of 
eign issues but the foreign min- 
ister clearly indicated that little 
progress had been made since his 
return from the San Francisco 
World Security conference two 
weeks ago when he said there 
were a number of “serious and 
disquieting” issues facing the Big 
Three, : 


Disturbing Issues. 


Two new problems disturbing 
the international scene have 
arisen since then—threat of re- 
volt in the Levant through the 
landing of new French troops in 
Syria and Lebanon and British 
and American difficulties with 
Marshal Tito, who has Moscow’s 
sympathy in the Yugoslav occu- 
pation of Trieste. 

Britain and America are report- 
edly standing united on two of 
the main issues—Poland and Aus- 
tria. 

Eden frankly told Commons yé@s- 
terday that the next move in both 
questions was up to Moscow. He 
said the British Government was 
still awaiting further information 
regarding 16 Polish leaders ar- 
rested by the Russians and ac- 
cused of attempting sabotage 
against the Red Army. 

The foreign secretary also said 
that Britain had no intention of 
recognizing the Austrian provi- 
sional government of Dr. Karl 
Renner until the British section 
of the Allied commission in Aus- 
tria had a chance of “seeing for 
itse!f.” 

Eden asserted that the Allied 
commission “should be in Vienna” 
and expressed hope that “before 
long obstacles in this matter 
would be removed and we should 
have representatives there.” 

Eden said negotiations were 
“still proceeding” with Tito over 
Trieste but he gave no details. 

As to the situation in Greece, 
Eden said that it had improved 
considerably and that the present 
Greek government “in spite of con- 
siderable provocation from both 
extreme left} and from extreme 
right” forceg was “doing its best 
to re-establish democratic princi- 
ples in Greece and to prepare for 
a plebiscite and an election as 
soon as the necessary machinery 
can be created.”

The Syrian minister said he had 
conferred several times with 
France’s foreign minister, Georges 
Bidault, but that the situation 
had gone beyond the stage of 
diplomatic negotiations.

Widespread Fighting. 


Damascus dispatches written yes- 
terday and received today said 
chaos prevailed in the Syrian cap- 
ital, after an all-night French bom- 
bardment of the city Tuesday 
night, and Cairo dispatches said 
heavy fighting continued today. 


Clashes occurred all over the 
country, and a rebellion of the 
fierce Druz tribesmen in the south- 
ern part of Syria apparently was 
threatened. 

Quiet prevailed in the neighbor- 
ing Levant sfate of Lebanon. 
Fighting broke out Tuesday 
night, Damascus dispatches said, 
when Syrian conscripts bolted 
from the French forces and the 
French fired into the crowd which 
welcomed the fugitives. Each side 
accused the other of starting the 
shooting. , 
Communications between Cairo 
and Damascus were cut. One re- 
port from Jerusalem said _ the 
Arabs had captured Deraa, about 
60 miles south of Damascus, and 
had taken 500 French prisoners.

CHUNGKING, May 31 (AP)— 
Chinese front dispatches reported 
today that Chinese forces had re- 
captured Ishan on the Kwangsi- 
Kweichow railway, 43 miles west 
of the railhead of Liuchow, former 
site of an important American air 
base. 
Another Chinese column striking 
northeastward from Nanning along 
the highway from Indochina was 
reported within 55 miles of Liu- 
chow. 
The new threat to Liuchow, now 
reported swept by fires set by the 
Japanese, was disclosed by the 
Chinese high command, which re- 
ported the column advancing from 
the southwest had by-passed Pin- 
yang, 60 miles above Nanning, and 
reached the vicinity of the strong- 
ly fortified Japanese positions at 
hienkiang, 25 miles beyond. 
Fighting was in progress. Another 
Chinese column was attacking Pin- 
yang frontally. 

Push Toward Indochina, 
At the other end of the spread- 
ing wedge driven into the Japa- 
nese north-south corridor the Chi- 
hese reached a point 60 miles 
southwest of Nanning on the high- 
way to Indochina. 
In Fukien province to the north- 
east, in the large Chinese-con- 
trolled coastal pocket around Foo- 
chow, the high command an- 
nounced a further’ advance by 
troops following up the withdrawal 
of Japanese forces heading for 
the coast, 75 miles 
northeast of Foochow. 

Signs of Withdrawal. 
Signs that the Japanese were 
preparing to abandon Liuchow 
reinforced a growing belief that 
Japan is about to surrender the 
main military fruits of its swift 
conquest of Indochina, Thailand, 
Malaya and The Netherlands In- 
dies. 
The situation at Liuchow sug- 
gested the possibility that Japan 
also planned to quit southeast 
China, leaving only small holdout 
pockets while concentrating its 
strength between the Yangtze and 
Amur rivers for a last-ditch de- 
fense of its continental posses- 
sions. 

Wedemeyer Optimistic. 
Lt. Gen. Albert C. Wedemeyer, 
United States commander § in 
China, is “very optimistic” about 
the situation, he said today. 
“Our supply problems are im- 
proving while the enemy’s are be- 
coming increasingly difficult,” he 
told correspondents. He made it 
clear, however, that the time had 
not yet come to launch a general 
counteroffensive. 
Saying that the enemy undoubt- 
edly was withdrawing from the 
corridor leading to Indochina, he 
commented that their policy prob- 
ably was one of contraction to 
provide security for their main 
positions on the Asiatic mainland 
and to protect Japan itself. 
One of the reasons for such a 
concentration in the north may be 
Japanese fear of Russian inter- 
vention along the Amur river. 
An even bigger Japanese \con-

CHIANG RELINQUISHES POST 
OF CHINA PREMIER TO SGONG 


Generalissimo Retains 


Military Control, Presi- 
in Apparent 
Move for Unity.

CHUNGKING, May 31 (AP)— 
Chiang Kai-shek resigned today 
as Premier and turned the post 
over to Acting Premier T.  V. 
Soong in a move viewed as a step 
toward solidifying China—polit- 
ically. 

Chiang retained his post as 
President of China and head of 
the’ _ state. He also remains 
China’s Generalissimo, and now 
will be able to concentrate fully 
on military tasks. 

When Soong, Chiang’s brother- 
in-law, became Acting Premier 
last December, the shift was re- 
garded as a popular one, possibly 
paving the way for a working 
agreement between the central 
government and the Communists 
of north China. Soong’s attitude 
toward the Communists is known 
to be moderate. 

Soong’s elevation to the full pre- 
miership, or presidency of the ex- 
ecutive Yuan, as the post is desig- 
nated in China, raised the possi- 
bility that he would attend any 
forthcoming meeting of the Big 
Five leaders of the United Na- 
tions. 

Moreover, Soong will be in a 
better position to talk to Premier 
Stalin on the matter of improving 
relations between China and Rus- 
sia, when he visits Moscow on his 
way back to China from the San 
Francisco World Security Confer- 
ence. (A Chinese official in San 
Francisco said Soong had already 
called on President Truman and 
would consult Stalin soon.) 

There have been some uncon- 
firmed reports that an agreement 
already has been reached in prin- 
ciple between the central govern- 
ment and the Communists of the 
north to wage a unified war 
against the Japanese invader. 

Chiang announced his resigna- 
tion from the premiership at a 
meeting of the newly elected Cen- 
tral Executive Committee of the

Kuomintang, or Government par- 
ty. Soong actually became Chi- 
an’s “right-hand man” on his ap- 
pointment as acting Premier. As 
such, he had attended to most of 
the Generalissimo’s premiership 
duties, Thus his elevation comes 
as no particular surprise. 

The Generalissimo’s 50-year-old, 
U. S.-educated aid is a member of 
a distinguished family and broth- 
er of Mme. Chiang. 

Several other Government 
changes were announced and 
more were expected, particularly 
in the Ministry of Finance. Wong 
Weh-Hao, Minister of Economic 
Affairs, was appointed Vice Pre- 
mier, succeeding H. H. Kung, also 
a brother-in-law of Soong. This 
change was looked upon as re- 
ward for Wong’s work as head of 
China's War Production Board. 

It was generally believed that 
Soong, besides taking over the 
premiership, also might take the 
portfolio of the Finance Ministry 
from O. K. Yui, who possibly 
might be made the scapegoat for 
the recent gold scandal and the 
failure to arrest inflation. In such 
an event Soong probably would 
relinquish the Foreign Affairs 
Ministry, possibly in favor of V.

Foisie placed the number of 
Arabs killed or wounded by stern 
French coynter-measures at more 
than 10,000, between May 8 and 16,

Europeans and 905 Arabs and de- 
scribed the Algerian disturbances 
as ended.)

Talk by Joseph Pulitzer. 
The exhibition of photographs was | 
formally opened by Joseph Pulit-| 
zer, editor of the Post-Dispatch, 
who a month ago visited the Bu- 
chenwald and Dachau concentra- 
tion camps with a group of Ameri- 
can editors and publishers to in- 
spect evidence of Nazi atrocities | 
against political prisoners. | 
In a talk broadcast by| 
Post-Dispatch Station KSD, he| 
emphasized that “Lest We Forget” 
was the keynote expressing the 
underlying purpose of the display. 
“We Americans are a generous, 
kindly, forgiving people,” Pulitzer 
said. “When we get a man down, 
we are likely to allow him to rise 
and to let bygones be bygones. 
That is ultimately what we hope 
to do for the German people, but 
the thing we should not do is for- 
give or forget their crimes too 
soon. They must first realize the 
enormity and atrocious nature of 
their crimes. This I think will be 
a long process, because for 75 
years they have been brought up 
on the doctrine that brute force 
is what counts—that might makes 
right. 

“Our purpose is to avoid mak- 
ine the mistake of forgetting and 
forgiving too soon. I have esti- 
mated the number of guilty at 
one and one-half millions. Some 
may say that to kill one and one- 
half million people would be mass 
murder. It would be nothing of 
the kind. The number is small— 
very small—when compaxed to the 
millions of innocent persons who 
met death in this war.” 

Mayor's Comment. 

After viewing the atrocity. pho- 
tographs, Mayor Kaufmann said, 
“What these pictures show might 
well have occurred in this country 
had it not been for the heroism of 
our armed forces.” He pointed out 
that the task of defeating our ene- 
mies is still incomplete, rod ap- 
pealed for whole-hearted support 
of the Seventh War Loan cam- 
paign. 

Col. Neal Creighton, command- 
ing officer at Scott Field, urged 
the public to make a point of 
geeing the exhibition. “You can- 
not afford to miss it,” he said. “I 
have heard of Nazi brutalities and 
I have seen them. Stories of these 
horrors cannot be brought too 
forcibly to the attention of the 
people.

Says Expense Allowance 
Is Really Increase in 


Compensation and Vio- 
lates Constitution.

The subject of the spat was not 
learned. 

He was strolling through the 
woods cooling his ruffled spirits 
when he came upon two British 
officers gathering firewood and 
started a conversation, They rec- 
ognized his voice. 

The officers said he admitted 
his identity and was shot when 
he made what appeared io be a 
threatening move with his hand 
in a pocket as if he had a gun. 

“Haw Haw,” remaining cynical 
and sarcastic as he has been ever 
since he was taken Monday eve- 
ning, will be taken to London, it 
is reported. Surgeons removed the 
bullet from his thigh. 


The woman's diary, written in 
cramped handwriting, suggested 
that her name was Margaret 
Hansen. 

A German passport found in 
Joyce’s clothing had been taken 
out in the name of Hansen. The 
suit, incidentally, was expensive. 

Before the two were brought to 
Lueneburg from Flensburg, Haw 
Haw was permitted to tell her 
that he was all right, despite his 
wound, They have not met since 
last night, although ‘she has re- 
quested to “see my husband again 
to make up with him after our 
quarrel.” 

She said that since her arrest, 
she had been treated by some 
British soldiers in “an extremely 
insulting manner.” Others, she 
said, treated her better. 

The woman was taken last 
night to the house where Himmler 
committed suicide. She was exam- 
ined thoroughly for any hidden 
vial of poison, but none was 
found. A sentry was posted in 


pan adjoining room for a con- 


tinuous watch and five Dutch 
and French refugee women were 
assigned to be with her at all 
times. 

She arrived in Lueneburg with 
three traveling bags, one contain- 
ing the belongings of Joyce. 
Others contained her clothes and 
150 snapshots of various Germans 
in uniform, swimming trunks and 
civilian clothes. 

She asked for a cigarette, which 
was refused. She was permitted 
to have a copy of Shakespeare 
from her belongings. She wore 
four rings and a silver bracelet.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 31 (AP). 
—Senator Alben W. Barkley of 
Kentucky, majority leader, de- 
manded in a Memorial day ad- 
dress here that Nazi war criminals 
be given an immediate trial, free 
from all “legalistic technicalities.”

most of all on a clear realization 
that the basic causes of war are 
social economic and political in 
character.” 
Hopes for Action Yet. 

LaFollette said he feared that 
the present draft of the peace 
preserving organization contains 
several provisions which in his 
opinion may defeat the charter’s 
| purpose. 
| “I hope even at this late date,” 
he said, “that the delegates to the 
United States conference will not 
be stampeded into accepting the 
judgment of the Big Three or the 
Big Four as conclusive, but will 
redouble their efforts to draft a 
charter which will strengthen the 


hope for genuine international co- 


operation by removing at: least 
some of the more flagrant weak- 
nesses of the original plan as 
amended at Yalta.” 

Condemns Veto Formula. 

He condemned particularly the 
veto formula which would permit 
any one of the Big Five powers 
to veto a charge of aggression 
against itself. He had six other 
suggestions. They were: 

1. The charter should be made 
easier to amend. 

2. Membership should be op- 
ened eventually to all nations 
which have proved their willing- 
ness to abide by the principles 
of the world organization. 

3. Greater scope should be 
given to the assembly. 

4. Greater emphasis and pres- 
tige should be attached to the 
work of the social and economic 
council. 

5. The principles of the At- 
lantic Charter should be _ in- 
corporated as “a minimum 
standard of conduct” for mem- 
ber nations. 

6. The international charter 
should include a world bill of 
rights, with signatory nations 
pledging themselves to preserve 
and extend religious and political 
freedom, civil liberties, racial 
equality, the protection of 
minorities and the abolition of 
human slavery and imperialism.

I investigated and found that, 
in the official German text, put 


on thousands of walls and read by 
millions of people, these decisive 
words had been changed. Instead, 
the German text says, “We come 
as a victorious army.” As differ- 
ent as champagne and lemonade! 
The moral effect on 70 million 
Germans is entirely altered by this 
hiding of the first words of the 
conqueror. There were also two 
minor changes made by the trans- 
lators to weaken the language of 
the victor. 

That happened not by chance, 
but with intention. We know the 
German-American professors who 
were responsible for the transla- 
tion, and we know their policy of 
appeasement. The tone and style 
of the first public words of acon- 
queror impresses a beaten nation 
as much as a singer’s first mel- 
ody impresses his audience. It is 
deplorable that this falsification 
weakened the impression of the 
splendidly chosen English words. 


Germans Take Cue. 

This is typical of the appease- 
ment policy of those German- 
Americans who, early in the war, 
began their campaign to distin- 
guish the “guilty” Nazis from the 
“poor, misled, innocent German 
people.” And the intellectuals of 
Germany have taken a cue from 
their teachers in America. Of 
course, they are few in number, 
but their attitude should be 
known, because it is indicative of 
the way in which the Germans 
will proceed, 

The director of the Goethe 
house in Frankfurt, Prof. Ernst 
Beutler, in appealing to the peo- 
ple of Frankfurt for money for 
the reconstruction of Goethe’s 
bombed birthplace, wrote the fol- 
lowing words: “The British have 
burned the house: We Germans 
will rebuild it.” He implied that 
the Allies, who did everything 
possible to save the great centers 
of German art and who carefully 
spared the cathedral at Cologne, 
had burned the house intentional- 
ly and he contrasted these barba- 
rians with the Germans, who pro- 
tect culture. 

I feel deeply and, for years, 
have contended in my writings 
that only a complete conscious- 
ness Of their guilt can lead the 
German a to better ways.

N one of my interviews with Germars, I pointed out that Gen. 
Eisenhower, in his first proclamation to the German people, said: 
To my great astonishment, I was

arately on two liheral anti-Nazi 
leaders, prior to the surrender, to 
ask them: “Will you not raise 
your voices as the first Germans 
to tell your nation the truth?” 

One of them was Prof. Gustav 
Radbruch, former Minister of Jus- 
tice in the Weimar Republic, a 
Socialist and a very honest man. 
He rejected my proposal, though 
he admitteds that the nation had 
a certain responsibility. I asked 
him to use his authority to advo- 
cate strongly, over the radio, the 
annihilation of all war criminals, 
beginning with one of the first the 
Allies had captured—Von Papen. 
He declined because he said it 
was not possible to prove Von 
Papen’s guilt. If such a man fears 
to lead his nation in a decisive 
hour, you can see that no one will 
dare to. 


Archbishop’s Attitude. 

I tried a second time when I 
visited Archbishop Kolb of Bam- 
berg to ask him if he believed in 
the innocence of the German peo- 
ple. I found him in splendid spir- 
its, very polite and communica- 
tive, but entirely negative. 

He said, “If I should say from 
the pulpit that the people should 
ask themselves about their re- 
sponsibility, I would endanger the 
clergymen in the parts of Ger- 
many not yet conquered. They 
might even be killed for my 
words.” 

Thus, he himself avoided any 
moral responsibility. He even 
added, “I don’t know anything 
about Buchenwald but, in the con- 
centration camp of Dachau, the 
story of brutalities was exagger- 
ated. In the last two years, the 
prisoners were better fed and less 
beaten as a result of our inter- 
vention.” 

I asked him, “Did you think it 
was right when ‘the late Pope 
Pius XI made his concordat with 
Hitler in 1934, thus giving him 
great moral aid?” 

He answered, “The Pope's deci- 
sions were not for me to criticise. 
The Church fought against the 
attacks on the faith. The encycli- 
cal of 1937, which we all read from 
our pulpits, brought us in danger. 
Even the printers were perse- 
cuted ”

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BRITISH CONSIDER

LONDON, May 31 (AP)—A Brit- 
ish Foreign Office spokesman im- 
plied today that Allied troops had 
a right to remain in Iran until six

A cost of World War II has 

gone considerably past the 
trillion-dollar mark hag been 
made by the staff of American 
University hgre. President Paul 
F. Douglass estimates that the 
expenditures for war since 
1934 amount to more than $500 
for every man, woman and 
child in the world. 

Dr. Douglass said the total, 
more than  $1,030,000,000,000, 
“does not indicate the destruc- 
tion and damage of public and 
private property.” It likewise 
does not include Chinese ex- 
penditures in the 14-year war 
with Japan which the universi- 
ty has been unable to de- 
termine. 

Total Allied expenditures up 
to the present were estimated 
at $558,090,000,000. Axis ex- 
penditures were calculated at 
$442,900,000,000. Dr. Douglass 
said other “floating statistical 
data” brought the over-all total 
roughly to the announced 
figure. 

Exact accuracy could not be 
attained, he said, but that “the 
information we acquired after 
considerable research into fi- 
nancial reports and estimates 
showed that the total sum 
could not possibly fall under 
the trillion-dollar mark.

A Letter to Mr. Zaslavsky 


David Zaslavsky,

Moscow, U. S. S. R. 
Dear Mr. Zaslavsky: 

You have written an interesting and informa- 
tive article in Pravda about an unfortunately 
protracted impasse—the so-called “misunder- 
standing” between the English-speaking Allies 
and Russia. Your tone is frank, yet temperate, 
which is just the approach best suited to ironing 
out difficulties among friends. 

When you agree with a British newspaper 
which says, “The main interests of the Allied 
powers are to create the possibility of mutual 
understanding in the struggle against Fascism,” 
you are approving something that deserves close 
attention among all supporters of American- 
Russian unity. 

So we take the liberty of directing a few lines 
to you and to -+Pravda, and through you to 
the Soviet Government, in the same frank and 
friendly spirit, and for the same constructive 
purpose, as your article. 

First, we want to make a few points about how 
the great majority of Americans feel on the: sub- 
ject that has troubled you: 

1. The American people are friendly to the 
Russian people. This is shown by the great en- 
thusiasm with which news of Red Army victories 
was received in this country, and by the fine 
spirit of camaraderie which prevails between 
Russian and American soldiers when they meet. 

2. The American people can and do make al- 
lowances for the Russians’ natural suspicions to- 
ward us, resulting from our former hostile at- 
titude toward their country. 

3. The American people agree that the Soviet 
Union has a right to consider the security of its 
frontiers, and to discourage, even to prevent, the 
establishment of unfriendly governments as 
neighbors. We have safeguarded our own secur- 
ity in somewhat similar fashion around the Pan- 
ama Canal and elsewhere in this hemisphere. 

4. However, the American people are puzzled 
by some of the Soviet Government’s methods. 

5. The American people have noted with some 
dismay the frequent references in Soviet state- 
ments to other countries’ “misunderstanding” of 
the Soviet attitude.

1. Why have the Russians rarely, if ever, ad- 
mitted our officers to their front lines? 

2. Why have they not permitted American cor- 
respondents freely to enter and remain in Berlin? 

3. Why have our Ambassadors and Ministers 
not been permitted to move about freely, but 
rather have been turned back even when flying 
the American flag on their diplomatic cars? 

4. Why so much secrecy about the arrest of 
the 16 Polish envoys, described in some accounts 
as democratic leaders, and in other accounts as 
spies and saboteurs? : | 

5. Granting Russia’s right to border security, 
why has it not been possible, in the light of, the 
Yalta Agreement, for a new Polish Provisional 
Government to be set up including Mikolajczyk 
or other men of his type? “BBs 

6. Why have not the Russians joined the 
United Nations War Crimes Commission? 

7. Now that the war in Europe is over, could 
not Premier Stalin come to the United States 
for the next meeting of the Big Three? Sucha 
visit by him would help greatly toward removing 
misunderstanding. 

The great American objective is to prevent 
World War III. That also is Russia’s great ob- 
jective. Both countries know that each needs 
the support of the other to accomplish this, so 
that our two peoples may build and prosper, and 
so that our sons need not sacrifice their lives 
a generation hence. 

This newspaper is and has been deeply sympa- 
thetic to the Russian cause. We admire the 
achievements of the Russian people, in. peace 
and in war, and we hope for fulfillment of their 
aspirations to security and prosperity. In that 
spirit, the Post-Dispatch asks these questions of 
you, Mr. Zaslavsky, and of Pravda. We hope for 
an early reply.

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Let. London and Paris Explain 


While the United Nations-try at San Francisco 
to cement a stable world order, Syria and Leba- 
non, two of them, rise in armed revolt against 
France, a third, their trustee and protector. 
Damascus in Syria, says Correspondent Frank 
O’Brien, has become a full-scale battleground. 
The uprising, however, hardly deserves O’Brien’s 
characterization of “inexplicable.” 

A basic fact of the Near East has been native 
aspirations to independence struggling against 
the imperial intentions of Europeans. Natives 
have played France against England. The French 
have played the natives against the British. If 
the British Government’s pious rebuke to the 
French now is inspired by selfish motives, it 
would not be the first recorded instance of Eng- 
land’s playing the natives against the French. 
In Syrian frictions, it appears, began the mutual 
dislike between Churchill and De Gaulle, 

According to French accounts, the present out- 
breaks came after a routine replacement of the 
garrisons the French have reserved the right to 
maintain. If that is the whole of it, it appears 
that the natives were casting about for any rea- 
sonable excuse. Why would they not? Inde- 
pendence has been promised and promised, post- 
poned and postponed, qualified and qualified. 
France is less able to withhold independence 
now than she will be a little later. 

The Syrians and Lebanese may well have no- 
ticed, too, that the great powers have so far dis- 
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played no great yearning to free their depend- 
ents. They may have noticed Mr. Churchill’s 
tactics all along the Mediterranean, and assumed 
that motives of trade and jealousy will lead 
France to follow suit. At this stage, almost any- 
one could be excused for assuming that popular 
aspirations of weak peoples will get short shrift. 

What is our own State Department doing about 
it? All it is telling the public is, in effect, that 
it is weakly wringing the hands and calling on 
both sides to do nothing rash. It might better 
be asking England and France alike to show 
cause why the Near East’s peoples are not get- 
ting the freedoms we all joined in telling them 
the war was for. 
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Guilt of the General Staff 


The destruction of neighboring people and 
their riches is indispensable to our victory. 
One of the great mistakes of 1918 was to 
spare the civil life of the enemy countries, 
for it is necessary for us Germans to be 
always at least double the number of the 
peoples of contiguous countries. 

We are therefore obliged to destroy at 
least a third of their inhabitants. The only 
means is organized underfeeding, whith in 
this case is better than machine guns. 


Those words are a brutally accurate statement 
of the policy behind the German horror camps, 
where millions of the so-called “inferior peoples” 
were done to death for the greater glory of Hit- 
ler’s Reich. 

They are not the words of a Gestapo chief, or 
an SS leader, or even of a high Nazi. They are 
the words of Field Marshal Karl Rudolf Gerd 
von Rundstedt, former Western front commander 
and a top figure of the German General Staff 
before and after Hitler’s rise to power. The 
quotation is from an address he made before 
the War Academy in Berlin in May, 1942. 

Yet there are still some who say that the 
officers of the General Staff are merely profes- 
sional soldiers who led the fighting with no 
thought of Nazi ideology. Those unthinking per- 
sons do not realize that the General Staff is the 
heart and soul of German war-making, whether 
under a Fuehrer or a Kaiser, and that there can 
be no assurance of world safety unless these plot- 
ters and criminals are permanently eliminated. 

St. Louisans today are seeing the results of 
the savage policy stated by Rundstedt and ex- 
ecuted with ruthless efficiency. Those results 
—the mounds of emaciated bodies, the ovens 
with their human ashes, the horrible living dead 
—are presented in the evidence of the Army 
film on the concentration camps, being exhibited 
to the public at Kiel Auditorium, and in the col- 
lection of life-size photographs of atrocity scenes 
now on display in the Post-Dispatch annex. 

Let those who view the grisly evidence re- 
member that the basic guilt rests upon the cold 
and arrogant men of the German General Staff. 
And, if immunity or delay in trying them is sug- 
gested, let them also remember: Better a bullet 
for a German staff officer now than for our 
children and grandchildren in 25 years.

“Military security” is no excuse for excesses of press and radio 
censorship abroad, commentator says; Americans, concerned with 
building a lasting peace, are entitled to know the facts; no Army 
man should be allowed to say what is or is not good for the public. 


By Maj. George Fielding Eliot, Military Commentator 


It is high time that the press of this na- 
tion begins to talk very firmly indeed to the 
War Department or whoever it is that is 
primarily responsible for the censorship of 
press and radio in the areas of American 
military activity in Europe. 


It is high time that whoever is making 
this policy should be told a few things that 
seem to be little understood or appreciated 
in those authoritative quarters. 


If I had the job of doing the telling, I 
would say: 


Gentlemen, you cannot use military se- 
curity as an excuse for avoiding criticism. 

Freedom of news is an essential and in- 
tegral part of all freedom, and that is truer 
today than it ever has been. 


Freedom may be temporarily held in 
check by military necessity. No one de- 
sires to make public anything which may 
be of aid to the enemies of the United 
States during the progress of a war. 


No Longer.a Military Job 


It is proper that the military authorities 
should decide what may and may not be 
made public under such conditions. It is 
right and proper that correspondents and 
editors should be subjected to military cen- 
sorship and regulation for that purpose. You 
cannot complain of any lack of loyal co- 
operation to that end on the part of the 
American press and radio. 


But the war in Europe is over. Germany 
has surrendered. The German armed forces 
are prisoners of the Allies, The task in Eu- 
rope now is in part military, in part politi- 
rn 3 in part economic, but it is not a war 

ask, 


It is a task of restorirg peace under 
favorable conditions and it is a task which 
must be done, and well done, if the free 
people of this world are to enjoy the fruits 
of the victory which so many of their sons 
have died to win. 


The American people have a tremendous 
responsibility in this matter of building an 
enduring peace, and they have a tremen- 
dous stake in seeing it successfully accom- 
plished. They are, therefore, entitled to 
know what is being done about it, right 
from the start. They are entitled to dis- 
cuss and examine and criticise. It is part- 
ly a military task, true, but it is by no 
means altogether a military task—and there 
is no reason to suppose that military men 
know better than anyone else how it ought 
to be done. 


People Should Have the Facts 


You can say of war, military judgment 
must prevail because it is the judgment of 
men who have spent their lives in learning 
how to do this thing. 


You cannot say that about the building 
of an enduring peace. That is what we are 
now beginning to do in Europe. 


The people have the right to know just 
how you and your civilian associates and 
everyone concerned is going to work at it, 
and what you are doing. They are entitled 
to know if mistakes are made, for such 
mistakes may be serious and should not be 
protected from the corrective influence of 
public criticism. 

The people are entitled to know, for ex- 
ample, if German Generals are allowed too 
much authority, or are treated other than 
strictly as prisoners of war, They are en- 


titled to know if there is a policy in such 
matters or a lack of policy; and they are 
entitled to know why. 


They are entitled to know just how the 
military government of occupied Germany 
is being carried out, and what Nazi officials 
have been taken into custody, and what hag 
been done with them, and how the German 
people are behaving, and whether any Ger- 
man bankers or industrialists with impor- 
tant financial connections are getting pref- 
erential treatment. 


News Restrictions Beget Rumors 


I can hear the indignant denials, gentle- 
men, but do you see the point? You have no 
idea what charges will be made, what ru- 
mors will be in circulation, if you pursue 
the present policy of restricting news and 
concealing facts, 

It won't do, gentlemen, It won't do at all. 

We have } war on, but it is with Japan, 
in the Far East. No one wants to publish 
a single fact about military movements 
which will help the Japanese, and that 
should now be the only criterion of cen- 
sorship, 


A very good lead has been given in 
this matter by the Office of Censorship in 
Washington, headed by Byron Price, who 
has commanded the respect of the entire 
news fraternity of the country throughout 
the war and continues to command it. 


His statement on the relaxation of vol- 
untary censorship, exercised at his request 
by editors in this country ag to matters af- 
fecting the war in Europe, should be re- 
quired reading for every military officer 
whose authority extends in any way to 
censoring news from the European Theater, 


Poor Example for Russians 


The American people must be fully in- 
formed of what is going on in Europe, es- 
pecially in the areas occupied by American 
forces. There is the responsibility for the 
future; there is the right to have the full- 
est possible information in order that they 
may exercise that responsibility aright. 

We can’t press our Russian allies to 
relax their own very airtight news black- 
out, extending over all of Eastern Europe, 
while we set them so poor an example in 
our own area of occupation. That's of vital 
importance, too, gentlemen. 

The war in Europe is over, and there is 
no military officer who is entitled to say 
what it is or is not good for the American 
people to know. The people are entitled to 
the facts; and such criticlam ag may re- 
sult from this or that news report is as 
nothing to the storm of criticism which 
will fall upon your heads, gentlemen, if you 
continue the present stupid policy of cen- 
sorship and secrecy. ‘

‘A Texan's Praise of England 
Is Warm, But Not Uncritical 


“A Texan in England,” by J. Frank Dobie. (Little, 
Brown & Co., Boston.) . 
People from the University of Texas 

usually feel rather sorry for those of us 

who don’t know Prof. J. Frank Dobie per- 
sonally. His books tell us why. Although 
they are undoubtedly a poor substitute for 

Dobie himself, they are obviously written 

by a rich, warm, genial and unaffected man 

of the sort that our universities more often 
discard than encourage. 

Prof. Dobie’s widest fame came to him 
as a specialist in the life and literature of 
the Southwest. But this sectional interest 
did not prevent his being invited last year 
to lecture on American history at Cam- 
bri University in England. This book 
tells us of hig life there, of the people he 
met, of the stories they told him and of the 
work he did, 


His report on England is a favorable one. 
A lifelong reader of English literature, he 
admits his predisposition to admire, but he 
does not admire uncritically. Aspects of 
English conservatism and formalism bother 
this son of Texas, but he sees that conser- 
vatism “guarantees the reliability and du- 
rability so desired by every contracting party 
in another”; that “it hag the character that, 
in the phrase of the West, ‘will do to ride - 
the river with.’” At this point, Anglophobes 
will mutter under their breath something 
about “propaganda,” and liberals, having 
forgotten the meaning of the word “lib- 
eral,” will ask, “What has happened to 
Dobie?” 

Dobie is still, of course, a highly indi- 
vidualistic liberal, ag plenty of pages show. 
His book has been reviewed ag if it were 
a collection of anecdotes, and if you are 
looking for anecdotes, you'll find soul- 
warming ones in plenty. But the pages 
which are most rewarding are those in 
which he attacks materialistic American 
ethics and worship of business. The most 
fiery pages are those which assail that 
branch of big business which in Texas is 
treating a great educational institution as 
if it were one of a chain of filling stations.

R ICHARD L. STOKES, accredited correspond- 
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ent for the Washington Bureau of the St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch, until recently serving 
as a battle reporter in the European theater of 
operations and now

following D-day.

He is the only 
battle reporter who has had an opera with a 
libretto of his own composition presented by the 
Metropolitan in New York.

THE STORY of Reporter Stokes, however, is 
not one of soft lights and music but one of hard 
combat and intense excitement. Only a few of 
his activities are known to the men of this bat- 
talion but those with which we are acquainted 
form a story of bravery and sacrifice. They are 
even more remarkable when it is realized that 
Stokes is 62 years old and not, as is usually 
thought of correspondents, an individual of 25 
or 30. 

A message from Stokes to a close friend, Lt.. 
Col. Thomas R. Bruce Jr., Mexico, Mo., requested: * 
that transportation be sent to the Fourth Ar- 
mored Division in order that he might join us 
of the Sixth Armored. The Fourth and Sixth 
were a considerable distance apart and no other 
friendly elements were within miles. Rapid ad- 
vances of the armored divisions placed them far 
ahead of other troops and it was not unusual for 4% 
the enemy to close in behind our columns at 
night.

T setting in last Sunday evening 

would certainly never have 
found'a place in my garden rows, 
You see, visiting these days usual- 
ly means helping the gardening 
friend. I enjoyed the work but 
didn’t know quite what to say. 
Those plants had practically no 
root systems and too much pale 
green leafage. The gray, wet 
weather seems to have stimulated 
top growth and retarded root 
growth of the sweet potato slips. 
Though it is past planting time 
on the garden calendar, there is 
still sure promise of a harvest if 
you will take a little extra care 
in plant selection, The stores are 
expecting better plants soon, I 
am waiting until then. 


A five-inch pepper plant is just 
big enough to suit the wise gar- 
dener, though he may need to be 
satisfied with a four-inch plant 
this season. Eggplants, too, are 
rather small but the root systems 
make them good “buys.” Some 
of the cabbage plants I’ve seen 
are oversized, though there are 
plenty of nice ones still waiting 
to go into garden rows. 

The scarcity of tomato plants 


ticular ‘as one’ would like to be. 
If the plants are more than ten 
inches high, plant them deeply. 
The stem will develop roots under- 
ground and make a sturdier plant 
above ground. This is true of 
tomato plants only; for them it is 
all right to set them five, six or 
even seven inches deeper than 
they originally stood. 

There have been many questions 
from gardeners about blooms on 
tomato plants that are still under- 
sized. It seems the weather has 
affected them strangely and 
plants that could neither hold up 
nor mature fruits, are. already in 
bloom. Pluck off those flowers. 
They are robbing the plants of 
strength that needs to go into de- 
veloping sturdier pints and the 
probability is that the flowers 
could not be fertilized in this 
weather in any cage. « 

This is a season that is offer- 
ing backyard farmers a serious 
challenge. Take advantage 
every break in the weather, but 
don't throw caution to the winds 
and work your soil when it is too 
wet.

HYDE PARK, Wednesday. 


LISTENED to Secretary Stet- 
| tinius’ speech Monday evening 

and read it-the next day, and 
in addition I have read many of 
the editorials and comments upon 
it . 


It was fitting, I think, for our 
Secretary of State, the head of 
our United States delegation, to 
report to this nation and to the 
men in the armed services during 
the fifth week of the conference. 
The objective for which we all 
live and fight today is ultimately 
to have a peaceful world. This 
conference is one of many early 
steps in the direction of world 
unity. It is the most important 
one so far, because without the 
organization which we hope it 
will establish no further steps 
could be taken. 

I liked the way in which Sec- 
retary Stettinius gave the back- 
ground for his speech. When we 
think that representatives of 
almost 50 nations are gathered in 
San Francisco, and stop to re- 
alize for a minute what our in- 
ternal differences are when we 
try to agree on some specific 
policy, we get a better concep- 
tion of the gigantic task of mak- 
ing all those nations agree on a 
charter and on the framework of 
an organization which will bring 
them together in the future and 
give them an opportunity to build 


shirk the unpleasant task of talk- 
ing to us about Argentina and 
Poland, and that showed courage. 
Many of us—and I am among the 
many—wondered whether the de- 
cision reached in Mexico City to 
grant Argentina the opportunity 
to join in the conference, if she 
fulfilled certain conditions, was a 
wise one. We know that there are 
many people in Argentina who 
are neither Fascists nor in sym- 
pathy with the Fascists. But we 
also know that the policy of the 
government has been controlled by 
people who either were in sym- 
pathy with the Fascists or had 
made up their minds that it was 
to Argentina’s economic and po- 
litical advantage to continue close 
ties with the Fascist nations. To- 
day, with Germany decisively d«- 
feated, it is quite evident that that 
was a bad guess. 
+. « = 

THE PEOPLE who could think 
that way, however—who could 
ignore the rights and wrongs of 
the world situation, and believe in 
Fascist doctrines—are certainly no 
more to be trusted in the demo- 
cratic family of nations than they 
were before it became evident to 
them that their bread would be 
better buttered by joining with 
the democracies. 

Secretary Stettinius minced no 
words, however, in speaking of 
what would be expected in the 
future. We evidently thought it

the Fuehrer’s housekeeper, 

“Hitler loved Madame Braun,” 
major-domo said, “with all the 
passion of the older man who 
seeks to find his youth again in 
gome one young and beautiful. 
Madarge Braun was 15 to 20 years 
his junior. To her Hitler was 
always faithful and always kind. 
He would speak to her gently as 
a father to a child, in a soft 
bubbling voice. He called her ‘My 
little Evi’.” 

Kannenberg and his wife, who 
have taken refuge in a secluded 
mountain retreat in fear that the 
S. 8S. are seeking them “because 
they know too much,” emphasized 
that the Fuehrer himself had 
given o7'ers that all knowledge 
of iva | hould be kept from 
the Germ: public. It was the 
Cestapo's cut to see that no 
n ws got out about her. And no 
photographs were © ver allowed. 

The 4portly and  obsequious 
major dou wh.» worked faith- 
ful’ r his J uehrer for 15 years, 
ex! d that Hitler had person- 
ally. told him that he did not 
want to .get—married, “because I 
am weddéd spiritually with my 
people.” 

The Fuehrer kept hia relation- 
ship with Eva Braun completely 
separate and private. She was 
never allowed at the state dinners 
and receptions. She never went 
to Hitler’s beloved Wagnerian 
operas with the Fuehrer, for these 
were public functions where he 
could be seen by his people. 


“va Braun was invited only to 
thé small, intimate dinners whére 
enh tor Nazis and their wives 
were’present,” Kannenberg ex- 
plained. “Usually Madame Braun 
was quite well acquainted with 
some of the women, such as Frau 
Goebbels and Frau Goering, and 


it was always extremely private.” 

Kannenberg added that another 
reason why Hitler did not wish to 
marry was that he did not wish 
to have his life complicated by a 
wife who would have the right to 
make demands upon him, such as 
requesting presentations to cer- 
tain people. According to Kan- 
nenberg, the Fuehrer wanted al- 
ways to be in position where he 
could push people and things aside 
for state business, 


Madame Braun, the pair said, 
was extremely discreet and quiet 
around Hitler, whom she always 
addressed as “Mein Fuehrer.” In 
appearance and air, Kannenberg 
said, Madame Braun; seemed a 
sensual woman “with very much 
of what you Americans call sex 
appeal. She was about 5 foot 4, 
weighed about 118 pounds. She 
wore her natural and extremely 
light blond hair in a long bob. 
Her face was finely moulded and 
she had large blue eyes. 

She had a very lovely figure, 
Frau Kannenberg said, and had 
exceptionally beautiful legs. 

The Fuehrer Insisted, according 
to the majordomo and his wife, 
that Eva Braun dress modestly 
and with restraint. However, he 
did not always succeed. She in- 


sisted on wearing, for instance, 
the elaborate high-heeled Italian 
wedge-shaped shoes. The Fuehrer 
gave her a private yearly allow- 
ance, which she used to purchase 
a huge wardrobe of clothes. Most 
of her clothes were bought in Mu- 
nich, her native city and the home 
of her mother and father, who 
lived on Wasserburger strasse, 
SS e--«2 

HE loved elegance and indulged 
S herself in furs. She had several 

mink coats. According to Frau 
Kannenberg, Hitler’s mistress also 
indulged herself in that article of 
clothing for which nearly every 
woman has a longing—a black 
lace negligee. In spite of the 
Fuehrer’s antipathy toward per- 
fumes, she insisted on using them 
in quantity. 

Eva spent by far the most of 
her time at the Berghof at 
Berchtesgaden, but she had a 
suite of rooms -set aside for her 
both there and at the Fuehrer’s 
house at 77 Wilhelmstrasse, Ber- 
lin. 

In peacetime Hitler had tea 
with Madame Braun nearly every 
afternoon in her rooms, When- 
ever he could, the major-domo 


said, he would try to arrange sup- 


per “a deux” with her. He would 
announce each day whether it 
would be possible for them to sup 
together that evening. 

“In the last days of the war the 
Fuehrer would sometimes work 
until 4 or 5 in the morning,” 
Kannenberg said. “After finishing

he would have a cup of herb tea 
or hot milk. He would frequently 
say: ‘I should like to see and talk 
with Madame Braun.’ And she 
would join him. Sometimes she 
would wait up all night for him.” 

Hitler was always urging his 
Eva to be conservative in her se- 
lection of clothes and in her ap- 
pearance, 

“He would not allow her to wear 
lipstick, which, he hated,” Frau 
Kannenberg said. “She was near- 
ly a chain smoker when she was 
alone, even though Hitler had for- 
bidden smoking in the rest of 
the house. She liked liquor, too.” 

“Yes,” chimed in Herr Kannen- 
berg, “she was quite a little bu- 
veuse. She would drink a pint 
of champagne nearly every night 
to help her go to sleep. She was 
by no means a drunkard, you 
know, but certainly her taste was 
far different from the Fuehrer’s, 
who himself never touched a drop. 
She didn’t share the Fuehrer’s 
vegetarian ways, either, and loved 
all kinds of meats and rich foods. 
She had a strong mind about 
these things also. And although 
she was very respectful to the 
Fuehrer, he could not change her 
in these ways.” 


Herr and Frau Kannenberg, 
who were interviewed in a moun- 
tain-side cabin overlooking a lake 
cradle in a green Bavarian valley 
cut deep into the Alps, added that 
Madame Braun had made an ob- 
vious effort to conduct herself as 
“the mistress of Germany.” 

Assuming his most superior tone 

and strutting across the lawn in 
imitation of Madame Braun, the 
major-domo added that “to a man 
of the world like myself one could 
still see underneath all her digni- 
fied strutting and pauvre petite 
filette — the little Munich secre- 
tary.” 
Eva Braun, who had a thick Ba- 
varian accent, which she never 
got rid of, met Hitler in 1932 
through Heinrich Hoffman, the 
small gray-haired and nearly 
hunch-backed photographer who 
was Hitler’s great friend. Hitler 
met her when she was acting as 
Hoffman’s secretary. Hitler saw 
her at Hoffman’s house and ap- 
parently became interested in her 
at once. 

The happiest days spent by Eva 
and Hitler were at Berchtesgaden, 
said the butler, who, as major 
domo, bon-vivant, accordionist 
and piano virtuoso, was a sort of 
combination manager, clown and 
entertainer for Hitler and trav- 
eled with him everywhere.

VERY psychological coup de 
E pends in greater or lesser de- 
gree on the gullibility of an 
opponent. Consider this case: 
North, dealer 
Both sides vulnerable 
North-South 30 on score 
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After “YJorth’s pass, South had 
no great hope for a siam, and 
therefore made sure of reaching 
a game contract (by virtue of the 
part score) by opening with three 
spades, 


West, despite the fact that he 
had a trump trick, opened the ace 
and another club in hope of a 
ruff. East won with the cluL king 
and led a third round. West duly 
ruffed and then, making a good 
guess between hearts and diam- 
onds, returned the heart four. 
East won with the ace, observed 
declarer’s play of the king, and 
then blandly shifted to a trump. 

Declarer, overjoyed at the 
chance to finesse, played low, and 
West's now blank king became 
the setting trick, 


It was soundly imaginative for 
East to lead the trump when he 
did. Obviously, declarer could 
never reach dummy for a finesse, 
hence he would be forced to play 
trumps from his own hand. If 
West happened to hold the trump 
king it would drop on the ace, 
whereas if East gave declarer th 
opportunity he might finesse 
against that king. 

To repeat, this was a shrewd 
maneuver on East’s part — but 
when declarer fell into the trap 
he was not being so shrewd! He 
might have reasoned that if East 
held the spade king he certainly 
would not make a play that would 
jeopardize it: 
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and her sister, Greta, who was 
married to Gen. Fegelein, the 
liaison officer between Hitler and 
Himmler. But it was at Berchtes- 
gaden that they had their most 
care-free times. In the summer 
they would get up about nine 
o'clock in the morning and go for 
a walk in the woods with their 
police dogs. In the winter they 
would have mock snow battles. 
She loved to play table tennis and 
other games, and Hitler would 
play with her sometimes, though 
he was rather awkward and didn't 
like games very much, which he 
considered frivolous. He did like 
bowling, however, and they used 
to do a good deal of that. 


“On rainy afternoons’ they 
would sit inside and play gin rum- 
my. Sometimes, when they would 
have tea in the big room with the 
window and red fireplace, I would 
turn off the electricity and set up 
candles. I would play softly for 
them on my accordion in the fad- 
ing light—just the right distance 
away, so that music would come 
to them softly. It would give the 
sort of mystic mood that Hitler, 
looking out in the misty wyalley, 
with boundless clouds and tower; 
ing mountains, loved so much.” 


Kannenberg and his wife in- 
sisted that Hitler’s love for Eva 
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was a very profound thing in his 
life. He was interested, they 
acknowledged, in other women, 
such as Unity Mitford, who “in- 
terested him and attracted him. 
But he did not love her as he did 
Eva,” Kannenberg said. “She was 
his great love.”
